Mr. Challeen was found dead July 16th in his room at the Bethel Hotel in St. Paul caused by 
a heart attack. 

James Arthur Challeen was born Jan. 29, 1889 in Braham. At his death he was 55 years, 
5 months and 17 days old. He spent all his life in Minnesota and made his permanent home 
at Stacy for some time. He served with the 304th Field Artillery of the 77th Division during the 
first Word War and was overseas. Art was a member of the American Legion.
